London, Aug, 15.— The Marquia of 
Salisbury waa formally installed to-day 
at Dover tie Lord Warden of the Cinque 
Ports, in succession to a long- line of dis- 
tinguished men, which included Henry 
VIII ainong the kings, and Pitt, Wel- 
lington, Dalhousie, Palmers ton, Gran- 
ville, W. II. .Smith and DuUerin among 
Btateatnen. Though very few append- 
ages of power still belong to the Lord 
Wardenship it is attractive to big men, 
fot it carries with it the most desirable 
seaside residence, Walmer Castle, a 
gloomy castled structure of the time of 
Henry VIII, just beyond Dover in the 
direction of ftamsgate, where, high on 
the cliffs, it commands the English chan- 
nel. The exterior of Walmer Castle is 
forbidding, but it is exceedingly comfor- 
table, The rooms are large and furnish 
superb views of the Downs and the sea, 
across which are easily seen the light- 
houses and France. The gardens and 
terraces are not very largo but they are 
beautifully kept in the best stvle of an 
English nobleman's residence. The castle 
is arranged for entertaining, but this 
will not be indulged in to any great ex- 
tent by the noble marquis, who goes into 
the residence of Walmer for a rest. The 
olliee of Lord Warden is more an idea of 
the past than i mat ter of the present. 

In the old days the Cinque Ports were 
of the greatest importance as shipbuild- 
ing centres, contributing a ureal num- 
ber of ships to the English navy, They 
grew so powerful in time that they un- 
dertook piratical expeditions. They 
made war and concluded treaties on 
their own account, while the Warden 
united in his own person the privileges 
and functions of sheriff, customs rotu- 
lorttm, lord lieutenant and admiral. The 
criminal jurisdiction of the warden was 
abolished in 18Hr>. His civil jurisdiction 
still continues, for the administration of 
which he appoints a judge, lie appoints 
commissioners in salvage eases, arbi- 
trates and exercises his rights in flot- 
sam and jetsam (floating cast-up and 
submerged wreckage) within bis juris- 
diction, which extends over the original 
Cinque Ports, Sandwich, Dover, Hythe, 
Romney and Hastings, which were 
formed into a jurisdiction by William 
the Conqueror, and to Winchelsea and 
Rye, which were subsequently added. 
The ceremonies to-day were flavored 
with the quaintness of the middle ages. 
Thej' were prepared (or by the following 
curious proclamation, which well ex- 
presses their essence : 

" Robert Arthur Talbot Gnscoygne- 
Cecil, Marquis of Salisbury, Constable 
of Castle Dover, Lord Warden, Chancel- 
lor and Admiral of the Cinque Ports, 
two ancient towns and their members, 
K. G. , P. C, D.C.I.., etc., etc., Her Majesty's 
Secretary of State for foreign affairs, to 
all and singular the mayors and bailiffs 
of the Cinque Ports, to the ancient towns 
and members of the said Cinque Ports 
and towns and every one of them, greet- 
ings : 

" For certain good causes and consider- 
ations, we thereunto specially moving, 
1 have thought it necessary to satisfy 
unto you by these presents that. I pro- 
pose and am resolved by God's grace to 
be at my castle of Dover within the 
Liberty and Port of Dover, one of the 
Cinque Ports, upon Saturday the 15th 
day of August next, by eleven o'clock in 
the forenoon, and thence proceed to the 
ancient priory of St. .Martin within the 
Liberty aforesaid, then and there to bold 
a Grantl Court of Shipway according to 
the am-ient usages am' 



was afterwards present at an imposing 
military and civil procession. Later be 
proceeded to College Close, where in a 
large marquee the seneschal read the 
proclamation, The Marquis then an- 
nounced, that he had been nominated by 
the Queen for the oflice of Lord Wan 
of the Cinque Ports, and he summoned 
the Court of Shipway according to an- 
cient custom, and 19 guns were fired 
Finally the Marquis of Salisbury un 
veiled a bust of Lord DuUerin, ' his pre- 
decessor as Lord Warden, in the town 
hall. Lord Dttfferin, the mayors of all 
the ports and a large assemblage of 
members of the aristocracy were present 
at the ceremonies. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, in return- 
ing thanks for his welcome to the 
Cinque Ports, said : ''One speaker al- 
luded to the efforts the Queen's ad- 
visers are making in conjunction with 
the United States to withdraw it portion 
of the causes which have led mankind 
in ages past to the terrible judgment of 
battlefields, T earnestly hope that it 
may he the fate of my cnllr-agnps and 
myself to win this peaceful victory, 
which, if won, will he more precious 
than many victories with which the 
party is associated." 



EXPLORING THE ISLAND. 



Die Lning-Bolton Party Buck From Their 
Journey Through the Interior. 



Mr. J. I). Laing and Rev. W. W. Bol- 
ton of San Francisco, who started with 
a party six weeks ago to explore the 
central interior of Vancouver island, 
reached Victoria last night having suc- 
cessfully accomplished their object. 

As he sat eating bis supper 
ut the New England, clad in 
a suit of overalls much the worse 
for wear and bis face adorned with a 
scrubby growth of hair, Rev. Mr. Bolton 
had anything but a clerical look, nor did 
Mr. Laing appear to better advantage in 
a lough looking thunder anil lightning 
blanket coat such as lumbermen wear in 
the woods. The pair looked more like a 
pair of longshoremen than a divine and 
a rich San Franciscan. However they 
explained that for the sake of lightness 
they bad not burdened themselves with 
an extensive wardrobe during their ex- 
cursion. 

Rev. Mr. Bolton had in 1894 made a 
trip from the north end of the island to 
Woss lake, and from Alberni to Victoria, 
and their present trip was lor the pur- 
pose of exploring the island's interior 
from Woss lake to Alberni, so as 
to complete the tramp through the 
whole length of the island. Woss lake 
it may be explained is 100 mile 
Alberni. The party consisted of Mr. 
Laing, Rev. Mr. Bolton, Mr. Fleming, 
the photographer ; C. W. Jones, a tim- 
ber cruiser ; and J. Gnrver, cook. They 
went in by way of Alert Bay first and 
traversed the island to Nootka, on the 
west coast, taking many photo- 
graphs of the scenery. Then they turned 
inland again by way of Tlupana Arm to 
the interior and by tramping and raft- | the election is over,

Vancouver, Aug. 15.— William Hig- 
gins has been given an extra month's; 
imprisonment for refusing to work on 
the chain gang and assaulting the officer 
in charge. 

The bungling work of the council ol 
1S95 is being undone as last as possible, 
the last aet being the reinstatement of 
ox-Poll Tax Collector Sutherland. 

The city council have refused to build 
or repair any schools this year, and the 
school trustees have written the council 
refusing to take the responsibility of re- 
sults ai-ising from the overcrowding of 
the schools. 

John Strathan, an ante-lire pioneer of 
Vancouver, died attiie city hospital yes- 
terday. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Aug. 15. — The danger 
is about over from the Burnaby bush 
tires, the bush having been so thinned 
by the Haines as to prevent the spread 
ol the flames. 

Sturgeon are being shipped daily by 
theC.P.K. These fish are very numer- 
ous in the Primer just now. Tin; premier 
sturgeon this season weighed S50 pounds. 

James Brewster, while chopping wood, 
cut his foot so badly that it is feared it 
will have to be amputated. 

The salmon run has slackened off to 
30 to the boat, and some of the canners 
have stopped packing, while others, in 
anticipation of another big run, are 
making cans as rapidly as possible. The 
sockeye season closes on the L'5tli. An 
application will be made to have it ex- 
tended a week. 

The request of the Salvation Army for 
$1,000 for a shelter home has been re- 
ferred to the next year's council. 

The Young Women's Mutual Improve- 
ment Home lias proved to be self-sus- 
taining and successful in every branch 
of work undertaken. Regular classes in 
cooking are now being organized. Miss 
Edwards is in charge of this depart- 
ment.

There is little 
doubt that the unknown was stealing a 
ride on the ill-fated C.I'.R. tea train 
when it plunged into the river. The 
body of E. Dearnan, the brakeman who 
was" lost at that time, has not yet been 
recovered.

W. Gordon, this afternoon is 
almost at the point of death, a victim of 
consumption. 

KAMLOOPS. 
(From the Inland Sentinel.) 
Lord Sudeley has gone down to 
S mthern Yale to inspect the mining 
possibilities there. It is questionable 
now whether he will be able to get up to 
Adams lake this year, but his mining 
expert is expected to be here before very 
long to inspect the Adams hike pro- 
perty. 

Ci. B. Guthrie, the well-known pros- 
pector, left Kamloops a day or two ago 
for .Montreal, where lie will lay several 
mining propositions before investors. 

A new strike has been made on the 
cinnabar mine at Copper Creek. The 
diamond drill has penetrated a very 
largo body of on;— from 40 feet to SO feet 
thick. The ore is of lower grade than 
that formerly obtained, but the immense 
body of it should determine with a good 
deal of certainty the existence of a genu- 
ine quicksilver mine at Copper Creek. 

On Wednesday evening a large num- 
ber of railway men and others sat down 
to dinner in the Cosmopolitan hotel, the 
truest of the occasion being Janies Gar- 
retson, Grand Senior Conductor 'if tin; 
Order of Railway Conductors of North 
America. .Mr. Garretson was on an 
official visit tc British Columbia, having 
come through from Seattle. 

During the past week Kamloops has 
experienced a genuine mining excite- 
ment occasioned by the discovery of gold 
ore on Coal Hill, about four or five miles 
to the south ol the city. The first loca- 
tion was made by Louis Victor Bennet, 
on the 3rd of August. Tuis was not re- 
corded, and it was re-located by Robert 
Buchanan, who staked out two claims. 
On one of them two men were put, and 
it was not long before they struck a 
mineral lode which caused u regular 
mining fever. The outcropping was fol- 
lowed down, ami at it depth of ten feet 
there was laid bare a most promising 
prospect. Wentworth Wood made an 
assay of the rock, and found that it con- 
tained over $40 in gold, besides a large 
percentage of copper. The country rock 
on Coal Hill is a green diorite similar to 
that found in the famous Rossland or 
Red Mountain district. The ore itself 
shows iron and copper pyrites, and pre- 
sents a very pretty appearance. Since 
the discovery a large number of claims 
have been staked and samples forward- 
ed for assay. In the bottom of Mr. 
Buchanan's excavation there is over a 
loot of solid ore, besides highly mineral- 
ized surroundings throughout the whole 
cutting. 

NEW DENVER. 
(From the Ledge.) 
The Comstock, Silver Cup, Silver 
Chief, Ruby TriiBt and Kentucky Girl, 
known as the Thompson group, are on 
Finnell creek, about 10 miles from Si!" 
verton. On the Silver Cup a crosscut 
tunnel 00 feet in length has been run, 
Bhowing at 75 feet an 18 inch streak of 
galena carrying 100 ounces in silver and 
00 per cent. lead. On the Comstock a 00 
foot tunnel has been run on the lead, de- 
veloping from 1 to 1 feet of ore for the 
entire distance. There are about '20 tons 
of ore on the Comstock dump, and a

crosscut tunnel is being driven to tap 
the lead at a depth of 150 feet.

Three men are ground sluicing on the 
Grover and Stevenson. 

The Noonday, owned by T. Huffy and 
others, will likely be bonded to the 
syndicate who have the balance of the 
Galena Farm. 



THE TRAVELLING DAIRY 

is Now in Victoria, and on Monday the 
First Meeting Will Be Held at 
Saanich. 

Mr. J. A. Ruddick, of the Dominion 
dairy commissioner's department, has 
arrived in Victoria with a travelling 
dairy similar to the one that was here 
last year. With Mr. C. Marker, of the 
same department, who has been in the 
province for some time, Mr. Kuddick 
will now visit the various farming dis- 
tricts, givinir the farmers practical in 
struction in the best methods of makin; 
butter. To-morrow he goes to Saanich, 
where lie will hold a meeting with the 
farmers in the agricultural hall, in con- 
nection with the creamery which it is 
proposed to erect in that section. On 
Tuesday he will be at Duncan to meet 
the patrons of the creamery that has 
been put in such satisfactory work 
order wiih Mr. Marker's assistance, and 
from there visits will be made to other 
sections of the island, though the pro- 
gramme has n t yet been decided upon. 

Later on, the travelling dairy will be 
taken to Lulu island, on August 25 
Langley, August 27; Mission, August 
28; Chilliwack, August 31 ; Salmon 
Arm, September :.' ; Enderby, Septembei 
3; and Kelowna, September 5 to 7. 

Speaking of the creameries already 
started in British Columbia Mr. Rud- 
dick says that the satisfactory progress 
made proves the wisdom of the mauagem 
in starting with a first-class equipment 
lie considers that for the present at 
leust attention should be concentrated 
on butter making in British Columbia, 
instead of opening up cheese factories. 
The reason for this is that there is a good 
market for all the first-class 
butter than can be made, as it can be 
placed before the consumer in better 
condition than butter brought in from 
outside places, and people naturally w 
pay more for a prime, fresh article than 
for what is shipped in. On the olh 
hand, cheese improves with age and can 
be shipped here in as good condition as 
that of home manufacture, so that local 
cheese factories would have to face a 
much keener competition than would 
creameries. 

That the creamery business is taking 
hold in the province is shown by the 
fact that in addition to the four already 
in operation the prospects are good for a 
fifth being opened up at Langley and 
anotheratSaanich. Mr. Marker is at 
present at the Delta, visiting the cream 
cry there. 

At the conclusion of his trip to this 
province Mr. Ruddick goes to Kingston, 
Out., where he has been appointed 
superintendent of the dairy branch of 
the Mining and Dairy school, which is 
being carried on by the Ontario govern- 
ment. Mr. Ruddick has been with the 
Dominion dairy commissioner's depart- 
ment since its institution, and his ser- 
vices have been greatly appreciated by 
Professor Robertson, who is sorry to lose 
him, though Mr. Roddick's new position 
is, of course, a more desirable one than 
he has hitherto held.

A By-Law 

Regulating the Use of Bicycles. 



The Municipal Council ol the Corporation of 
tile City of Victoria enacts as follows: 

Sec 1. No person shall carelessly or negli- 
gently ride or drive a bicycle upon or along any 
publr street or highway, or at a rate of speed 
faster than eight miles per hour over or upon any 
street crossing or intersection, r.or at any time 
without having a warning bell or whistle which 
must lie sounded while approaching and passing 
overa street crossing or intersection, or when 
approaching pedestrians who may be on or 
passing over the roadway of any street. 

Sec. No person shall ride or drive a bicycle 
upon or along the sidewalk of nny public street 
or highway within the City. 

See. Any person uiing or propelling a bicy- 
cle shall keep lo tho left of tho centre of the 
road, and when passing any other bicycle or 
vehicle other than u tram car, travelling in nn 
opposite direction, shall pass to tho left of such 
bicj cle or vehicle.

If an enter- 
prising man can tlo J i is duty as a mem- 
ber of a government and at the same 
time direct the operations of a large 
farm, why can he not do his duty quite 
aB well if he has a voice in the direction 
of a gold or a silver mine? 

The unco-guid among journalists and 
politicians when they reflect must see 
that they go perilously near making 
fools of themselves when they say " no 
man either directly himself an adminis- 
trator of the laws of the land or whom 
the electors have chosen should he found 
in any way associated with propositions 
(sic) which are more or less hazardous."' 
The wonder to us is that there could be 
found in any British colony any jour- 
nalist stupid enough to make such a 
statement and others so silly and so un- 
reflecting as to endorse it.

The political prudishnesa of some of 
our contemporaries is amusing to con- 
template.

Whe- 
ther he be a Minister of the Crown 
or a representative of the Government 
abroad the principle of being a director

If this is to be taken literally every 
representative of the people, whether he 
is a member of the Government or not, 
must retire from business, for all busi- 
ness, as very many know to their sor- 
row, is more or lees hazardous. Perhaps 
the writer means that no public man 
shall be either a director or a member of 
any joint stock company. If this is the 
case the people in all the provinces 
must he deprived of the services 
of many of their ablest and 
most enterprising citizens. It may be, 
however, that all our contemporary in- 
tends to say is that no representative of 
the people should give a mining, or any 
other companv, the use of his name for 
the purpose of inducim: tiie " innocent " 
and confiding to risk their money in it. 
If this is nil that our contemporary 
means it has expressed itself rather un- 
fortunately, for it is reprehensible in any 
man — whether he is in a position of pub- 
lic trust or not — to allow himself to he 
used as a kind of decoy. We are quite 
certain that there is no public man in 
British Columbia who would not reject 
with indignation the proposal to become 
the tool of real estate, grain or stock gam- 
blers. To suppose them capable of oc- 
cupying such a position is simply to in- 
sult them. The writer of the article un- 
der review cannot be ignorant of the fact 
that gentlemen are often, in this Domin- 
ion, chosen as representatives of the peo- 
ple because they have business interests 
in the country, and because their pros- 
perity as private citizens depends almost 
entirely on tho rapid and thorough de- 
velopment of its resources. Are all 
such men to be driven from the public 
life of Canada, or must it be made an in- 
dispensable condition of their accept- 
ance of a position of public trust that 
they give up their private business? 

Lot us examine this matter in the 
light of practical common sense. Would 
these rigidly righteous politicians object 
to a member of the Government or of 
the Legislature being a di rector of a 
creamery company or a cheese manu- 
facturing concern? Surely not. Would 
they protest against a gentleman occu- 
pying a position of public trust being 
even president of a woollen company or 
a concern for the lnunufaetiire of agri- 
cultural machinery ? Would, they hold 
up their bands in horror if they

RASH 1'KOMISES. 



The Temperance people are reminding 
Mr. Latirier of his promise of a plebis- 
cite to test the opinion of the Dominion 
on the question of prohibition. The 
| people of Canada will have to pay 
j heavily for Mr. Laurier's reluctance to 
[ say what is not pleasant to those who 
approach him. No one bet ter than the 
present Premier knows that a plebiscite 
is in this Dominion a perfectly useless 
proceeding. The temperance cause, 
after the vote is taken, will be precisely 
where it was before the plebiscite was 
held. There is no place in the constitu 
tion of the Dominion for a plebiscite. It 
has no legal force, and its moral effect is 
questionable, Ontario had a plebiscite 
on the prohibition question. What was 
itsellect? Did it advance the cause of 
prohibition in the least, and had it the 
effect of decreasing the consumption of 
j alcoholic drinks even in Ontario by a 
I single gallon? 

I But Mr. Laurier dearly loves to say 
what 1 is pleasant anil agreeable to those 
I whom he addresses. As long as im- 
mediate action is not required of him 
he is willing at almost any expense to 
say what may increase his popularity. 
He generally manages to make his prom- 
ises very ambiguously, and we have no 
doubt that he will contrive to elude the 
temperance people for a while. But 
there is no doubt that be did promise 
that if be were returned to power there 
would be a plebiscite at some date in the 
not very distant future. Having his 
promise the prohibitionists will keep 
him to it, and no matter what it will cost 
those who believe a plebiscite to ho a 
piece of expensive folly— an agitation of 
the public mind for no practical pur- 
pose—there will be a plebiscite, and the 
people will have to pay the piper.

He believes it honestly, and 1 recall 
your attention lo the fact that in the 
struggles of our forefathers for liberty 
there were those who honestly believed 
that we ought to continue in this land 
the political supremacy of Great Britain. 
In this they were hut mistake!), and 
it you go to the cemeteries you will find 
no monument erected by a grateful peo- 
ple to commemorate the names of those 
who thought English domination should 
continue. There are people to-day who 
believe that this nation is not strong 
enough to legislate for our people, and 
there are people who honestly believe 
that an attempt to do so would bring 
distress and many evils. We may re- 
spect their honesty, hut must we enter 
into a life and death struggle with them 
because we assert here that the financial 
domination by a foreign power is as dan- 
gerous to the liberty of the people as po- 
litical domination?

He 
is on confidential terms with the repre- 
sentatives of the Russian government at 
Vladivostock and has gathered a great 
deal of information about the Pacific 
(.'oast during his stay. lie has made 
close inquiries as to the wheat growing 
country of the Northwest, including 
Oregon and Washington, anil has inves- 
tigated the transportation question 
thoroughly. The fruit industry has also 
interested him, and his inquiries as to 
Washington tipples lead to the belief that 
if possible the exportation of fresh fruits 
to the Orient will be gone into by his 
comnany. The Victoria carries close to 
4,000 tons of cargo. Included in this is 
a large amount of flour, besides big con- 
signments of cotton, cotton drills and 
condensed milk.

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The Explorer's Own Story of Ex- 
periences in Searching for the 
North Pole. 



What He Accomplished— Opinion of 
Commodore Melville of the 
" Jeannette " Party. 



London, Aug. 14.— The story by the 
explorer himself of Dr. Fridjof Nansen's 
Arctic expedition and the adventures of 
his party, together with the scientific 
reaults obtained, the first of which is bin 
success in penetrating to the highest 
latitude and hitherto not trod by the 
foot of men, namely, 80 degrees 14 min 
utes north, are given to the world by the 
Chronicle. Dr. Nansen says: 

" The Fram left Jugor strait 
August ;!, 1803. We had to force our 
way through much ice along the Siberian 
coast. We discovered an island in the 
Kara Bea and a great number of islands 
along tiie coast to Cape Cheljuskin. In 
Beveral places we found evidences of a 
glacial epoch, during which Northern 
Siberia must have been covered bv an 
inland sea to a great extent. On Sep- 
tember 15 we were oil' the mouth of 
Olen'ex river, but we thought it was too 
late to go in there to fetch our dogs, as 
we would not risk losing a year. W< 
passed the New Siberian islands on 
September '2'2. 

TUB " PRAM " IN THIC ICE. 

" We made fast to a lloe in latitude 78 
degrees 60 minutes north and in longi- 
tude 133 degrees 37 minutes east. We 
then allowed the ship to he closed in by 
the ice. As anticipated, we were carried 
gradually northward and northwestward 
during the autumn and winter. During 
weeks the mercury was frozen. Thelow- 
est temperature was 02 degrees below 
zero, livery man on board was in per- 
fect health during the whole voyage 
The electric light generated by a wind- 
mill fulfilled our expectations. Every 
one made pleasure his duty, and a better 
lot of men could hardly be found. 

THE I'OLAR SEA NOT SHALLOW. 

" The sea was up to ninety fathoms 
deep south of 7'.i degrees north, where 
the depth suddenly increased, and was 
from 1,000 to 1,900 fathoms north of that 
latitude. This will necessarily upset all 
previous theories based on a shallow po- 
lar basin. The sea bottom was remark- 
ably devoid of organic matter. During 
the whole drift I had good opportunity 
to take a series of scientific observations, 
meteorological, magnetic, astronomical 
and biological, soundings, deep sea tem- 
peratures, examinations tor the salinity 
of the sea water, etc. Under the strata 
of colli ice water covering the surface of 
the polar basin 1 s/Jon discovered wanner 
and more saline water due to the Gulf 
Stream, with temperatures from 31 de- 
grees to 33 degrees. 

" We saw no land and no open water, 
except narrow cracks, in any direction. 
■As anticipated, our drift northward was 
most rapid during the winter and spring, 
while the northerly winds stopped or 
drifted us backward during the summer. 
On June 18, 1804, we were in 81 degrees 
52 minutes north, but we drifted then 
southward only. On October 21 we 
passed 82 degrees north. On Christmas 
eve, 1894, latitude 83 degrees north was 
reached, and a few days later 83 degrees 
24 minutes, the farthest north latitude 
previously reached by man. 

"On January 4 and 5 the Fram was 
exposed to the most violent pressures we 
experienced. She was then firmly 
frozen in ice of more than thirty feet of 
measured thickness. This lloe was 
overridden by great ice masses, which 
were pressed against the port side 
with irresistible force, and threatened 
to bury, if not to crush her. The 
necessary provisions, with the canvas 
kayaks and other equipments, had been 
placed in safety upon the ice. Every 
man was ready to leave the ship if 
necessary, and was prepared to continue 
with the drift, living on the floe. Hut 
the Fram proved even stronger than our 
trust in her.

Josefiand, and 
would cross the unknown polar basin, I 
decided to leave the ship in order to ex- 
plore the sea north of her route. Lieut. 
Johansen volunteered to join me. and 1 
could not easily have found a better 
companion in every respect. On March 
3 we reached 84 degrees 4 minutes north. 

" Johansen and I left the Fram on 
March 14, 1805, at 83 degrees 50 minutes 
north and 102 degrees 17 minutes east. 
Our purpose was to explore the sea to 
the north and reach the highest latitude 
possible, and then go to Spitzbergen via 
Franz Josefiand, where we were certain 
to find a ship. We had twenty-eight 
dogs, two sledges and two kayaks for 
possible open waters. The dog food was 
calculated for thirty davs, and our pro- 
visions for 100 day's. On March 22 we 
were at 85 degrees 10 minutes north'. 
Although the dogs were less enduring 
than we had honed, still they were toler- 
ably good. The ice now became rougher 
and the drift contrary. On March 25 
wo had reached 85 degrees 10 minutes 
north, and on March 20 85 degrees 35 
minutes. We were now evidently

Our progress was very slow. 1 1 was 
fatiguing to work our way and carrv our 
sledges over the high hummocks.' On 
April 3 we were a| 85 degrees 50 minutes 
north, constantly hoping to meet 
smoother ice. On April 4 we reached 80 
degrees 3 minutes north, but the ice he- 
came rougher, until on April 7 it got so 
bad that 1 considered it

In 
fact, the lloe seemed to move eo freely 
before the wind that there could not 
hate been anything in the way of land 
to stop it for a long distance off. We 
were travelling rapidly northward. 

■IlIK RETURN To FRAN/. J08EFLAND. 

" On Apr'l wm began our march to- 
ward Franz Josefiand, and on April 12 
our watches ran down, owine to the un- 
usual length of the day. After that da. »- 
we were uncertain as to our longitude, 
but hoped that our dead reckoning was 
fairly correct. As we came south we met 
many cracks, which greatly retarded our 
progress. The provisions were rapidly 
decreasing. The dogs were killed one 
after the other to feed the rest. 

" In June the cracks became very bad, 
and the snow was in exceedingly bad 
condition for travellirg. The dogs and 
the ski and sledge runners broke through 
the crust and sank deep in the wetsnow. 
Only a few dogs were now left, and pro- 
uresB was next to impossible. But un- 
fortunately we had no line of retreat. 
The dogs' rations, as well as our own, 
were reduced to a minimum, and we 
made the best way we could ahead. We 
expected daily to find land in sight, but 
we looked in vain. On Mav 31 we were 
m 82 degrees 21 minutes north, and on 
. I une 4 in 82 deg. 18 min. north, hut on 
June 15 we had been drifted to the 
northwest to 82 degrees 20 minutes 
north No land wasto boeeen, although, 
according to Payer's map, we had ex- 
pected to meet with Petermann land at 
83 degrees north. These discrepancies 
became 

MOKE AMI MORE PUZZLING 

as time went on. 

"On June 22 we had at last shot a 
bearded seal. The snow became con- 
stantly worse, and we determined to 
wait. We now had a supply of seal 
meat until it melted away. We also 
shot three bears. We had only two 
(logs left, which were now well fed upon 
meat. 

" On July 22 we continued our journey 
over tolerably good snow. On .Inly 24, 
when about 82 degrees north we sighted 
unknown land at last, but the ice was 
eveiywhere broken into small floes, the 
water being filled with crushed ice, in 
which the use of the kayaks was impossi- 
ble. We therefore had to make our way 
by balancing from one ice piece to an- 
other, and we did not reach land until 
August 0, at 81 :38 north and about 43 
degrees east longitude. This proved to 
be entirely 

ICE-CAPPED ISLANDS. 

" In the kayaks we made our way west- 
ward in open water along these islands, 
and on August 12 we discovered land 
tending from southeast to north w 
The country became more and morepuz 
zling, as 1 could find no agreement wit! 
Payer's map. I then thought we were 
in longitude east of Austria sound, but 
if this was correct we were now travel 
ling straight across Wilzeock land and 
Dove glacier without seeing any land 
near us 

" On August 20 we reached a spot in 
81.13 north and 50 east, evidently well 
suited to wintering, and as it was now 
too late for the voyage to Spitzbergen 
I considered it wisest to stop and pre 
pare for winter. We shot bears and 
walruses and built a hut of stones, earth 
and moss, making the roof of walrus 
hide tied down with rope and covered 
with snow. We used the blubber for 
cooking, light and heat. The bear meat 
and the blubber were our onlv food for 
ten months. The bearskins formed our 
beds and sleeping bag. The winter 
however, passed well, and we were botl 
in perfect health. Spring came 

WITH SUNSHINE AND MUCH OPEN WATER 

to the southwest. YVe were obliged to 
make new clothes from blankets, and a 
new sleeping bag of bearskins. Our 
provisions were now bear mea 
blubber. On May 10 we were at last 
ready to start. \Ve came to open water 
on May 23, in 81:05 north, but were re- 
tarded by storms until June 3. A little 
south of 81 degrees we found land 
tending westward and open water which 
reached west northwest along its nortl 
coast. But we preferred to travel south 
ward over the ice through the broad 
sound. We came on June 12 to the 
south side of the island and found much 
open water trending westward. \V< 
iled and paddled in this direction in 
order to proceed across to Spitzbergen 
from the most westward cape, but 
Payer's map was misleading." 

I'r. Nansen's account concludes as fo 
lows, after touching upon the details of 
his meeting with Jackson, which have 
already been cabled to the Associated 
Press : 

" We left Franz Josef land on the 
steamer Windward on August 7, and had 
a short and very pleasant passage, thanks 
to the masterly way in which Capt. 
Brown brought his ship through the ice, 
and thence in the open sea to Vardoe. 

" Nansen." 
commodore mklvillk's opinion. 
Washington, Aug. 14.— Withoutques- 
tioning the accuracy of the reports that 
come by cable from Norway announcing 
the return of the Arctic explorer Nan- 
sen safely from his novel and ad- 
venturous voyage in the Fram, Com- 
modore Melville, chief engineer of 
the navy, who was a member of 
the ill-fated Jeannette party, which 
served as the pattern for Nan- 
sen's attempt upon the north pole, 
holds that the result of the explorer's 
voyage, as now understood here, clearly 
proves Nansen's theory of polar drift to 
be groundless. In the opinion of Com- 
modore Melville, Nansen has only closely 
paralleled the celebrated voyage of Wy. 
precht and Payer in the Tegethoff and 
has followed their drift. The Tegethoff 
rounded the north point of Nova Zemba 
with tin; intention of traversing the 
north coast of Siberia. Her commanders 
got in the ice and drifted north and east 
whilst the gulf stream favored them in 
the early fall. Afterward, when the 
stream lost its force, they drifted south 
and west, bringing up on Wiltz island, 
one of a small group south of Franz 
Josef land. During the winter

and in the following summer they escaped 
in their boatsand were picked up off Cape 
Nassau, one of the headlands of Nova 
Zambia. Commodore Melville points out 
that Nansen has had a very similar ex- 
perience. He did not enter the ice on 



is precisely in accord with the judgment 
passed upon Nansen's theory, before he 
undertook his voyage, by Commodore 
Melville, who had carefully calculated 
the probable drift in the Arctic regions 
north of the New Siberian islands, from 
the experience he ha 1 with the Jean- 
nette. As to N'aneeti's course, he says 
that while it is not known exactly just 
where he entered the ice, he doubtless 
entered northward of Nova Xembla, and 
this would give him just the rightdrift 
to emerge where he ia reported to have 
been picked up.

Louisville, Aug. 1.4. — Two more na- 
tional championships— the quarter and 
the third of a mile— dangle at the belt of 
Tom Cooper. This makes three succes- 
sive championship victories for the De- 
troit lad. He tried hard for tho mile 
championship, but got in a bad position 
and was beaten out by little Tom But- 
ler, who rode the race of his life. But 
Arthur Gardiner, of the Morgan and 
Wright team, is the hero of the day. He 
rode a magnificent race in the one mile 
open, beating Sanger out by half a wheel 
length in 2:01 4-5, world's record time, 
single paced. Sanger was unfortunate 
in his contest and deserves credit for his 
work. Royal sport characterized tho 
day. The weather was pleasant and an- 
other big crowil with a generous propor- 
tion of ladies turned out. Great and in- 
teresting were the championship events. 

The big race of the day was the last 
on the card, the professional one mile 
open. When the thirteen starters lined 
up the pole was given to Becker, with 
Sanger, Zifgler, Callahan, Bald, Mc- 
Farland, Gardiner, Eaton, Kennedy, 
Rigby, Tom Butler, Wells and Aker for 
company at his right. Parsons and 
Johnson were put in to pace, Parsons go- 
ing one-third, Johnson picking up and 
carrying a little over the other third. In 
the jump Tom [Sutler and Callahan hail 
a warm battle with Ziegler for the place, 
Callahan securing it and Ziegler taking 
third, back of Butler. The men fell in 
behind in one string, Becker, Rigby, 
Kennedy and Aker sandwiched in be- 
tween the leading bunch, Sanger, Gardi- 
ner and Bald. 

In the second turn Rigby was killed 
off by the pace and dropped out, leaving 
a big gap back of Becker, 'which Ken- 
nedy in vain tried to close. The men 
behind seemed hopeless, but Sanger took 
the bit in his teeth and made a glorious 
ride. Gardiner held to him throughout 
and Bald held as closely to Gardiner as 
he could. At the last turn Sanger 
swept around the four runaway sprint- 
ers like a quad and took the running 
into the stretch. Gardiner's tactics had 
been observed by the crowd with whom 
the Chicago lad is a favorite and a shout 
went up. The result was foregone for the 
curly haired Scotchman came out at 
Sanger's right with a killing sprint that 
carried him over the tape a winner by a 
length. Sanger got second and Tom 
Butler ran into the third place two 
lengths back. Bald, Ziegler and Becker 
came over almost abreast, just out of the 
money, while Callahan, Aker and Mc- 
Farland survived the driving finish. 
The quitters were Wells, Eaton, Ken- 
nedy and Rigby. The mile was ridden 
in 2.01 flat, a new world's record, single 
paced, breaking the mark made by Bald 
at Buffalo a week ago of 2:01 4-5. 

The first event of the afternoon, the 
one-third mile national championship, 
was a sprint from start to finish in 
which Cooper demonstrated his ability 
and good judgment by making a show of 
a representative field of professionals, 
riding in a victor by half a length, after 
a tight brush with Owen, Kimble and 
Bald. In the line up Cooper was given 
the pole, with Tom Butler crowded clear 
out to the bank. Bald led off in the 
jump, with Cooper and half a dozen 
others trailing him, while Butler worked 
along the bank and was at the lead on 
the back stretch. At the head of the 
stretch Cooper took to the centre of the 
track while Bald challenged him alonj 
the pole. Kimble held to the out 
side, and between these three whs 
fought the linal battle. Cooper 
came in with an easy stride that 
showed his perfect condition, while 
Bald and Kimble were working 
like engines at nis rear. At the tape 
Cooper had the advantage of half a 
length over Kimble, while the Buffalo 
man was eight inches back of the Louis- 
ville favorite. The balance of the field 
came in well bunched back of Becker 
and Kennedy, who were a yard behind 
Bald. The time of the third was rather 
slow, 44 3-5, less than that made in sev- 
eral heats of the morning. 

In the quarter-mile national cham- 
pionship Cooper wound up at the steep 
bank of the quarter pole with Scherin 
down at the bottom of the incline and 
Oidlield, Callahan, Gardiner, Cooper, 
Kennedy, Hoffer, Ziegler, E. C. John- 
son and Baker at his right. At the 
stretch Gardiner shot to the front with 
a jump, the others following out. 
They were all quick in getting into 
their strides and by the time the 
second pole was reached Gardiner 
had carried his drive along the 
bank and was well to the front with 
Ziegler safely on. As the blue clad team 
mates came up Cooper took alarm and 



jumped, clearing Oldfield and swinging 
again to the cent re of the track. Calla- 
han slipped up behind him, while Ken- 
nedy lapped him on the inside and 
crowded him closely down the straight. 
The balance of the crowd back of Old- 
field were scattered in a driving finish. 
Cooper rode like mad, for the champion- 
ship meant the third consecutive, win for 
him JaC this meet . of the championship 
events. Twenty yards from the tape he 
dropped his head and dug forborne with 
jump after jump, landing on the tape a 
clear length ahead of Callahan who was 
Btill trailing him. Kennedy lapped the 
hitter's rear wheel, while Scherin slipped 
in and nipped Oldfield just as he reached 
home. The time for the quarter was 32 
seconds flat, just 2-5 of a second slower 
than the time made by Bald at Asbnry 
Park last year, when he won the 1895 
championship. 

To in Butler won the mile national 
championship in a beautiful sprint, 
with a full open length of daylight show- 
ing to the rear of his wheel. Tnere were 
twelve starters, J. S. Johnson and Par- 
sons pacing on singles. In tho break 
little Ziegler went out in his famous 
jump and was landed Bquare on the 
pacemaker's rear, while Butler anil Cal- 
lahan were fighting clear around the 
turn for his wheel. Butler got the better 
of the position, while Callahan, Cooper 
and Bald trailed him, and the balance 
of them strung out along the line be- 
hind. This order was practically un- 
changed until the back stretch, except 
that Kennedy and then Scherin took their 
medicine and quit. As the big fieldcame 
into the straight Ziegler swung out, giving 
the pole to Butler for whose wheel 
Willie Coburn made a quick and success- 
ful jump. From here on the race was 
clearly Butler's, and the only question 
was bow much he would beat his field. 
As the tape was neared Callahan and 
Gardiner came up killing off Bald and 
Cooper, and in the last half dozen jumps 
Callahan landed on Coburn's side. Bald 
made one hard drive and passed Ziegler 
and Gardiner, taking fourth place. The 
milo was ridden in 2:02 3-5. 

The mile tandem for professionals was 
a fine race, but tho Butlers never lost 
their grip on it. 

In the amateur events Ed. Fichtner, 
of Louisville, was most prominent, win- 
ning the two-thirds mile open and the 
oile and five mile state championships.
